Pile Driver Replaced 
Work At Plant Goes On 


-. Order On Juvenile|* & 4 Exzineers Arrive 


Water Superintendent Clar- 
ence Throop said this week that 
officials of the Raymond Piling 
Company had replaced their 
damaged pile driver Friday 
with a larger unit to continue 
the work at the water treat- 
ment plant. 

The first driver tipped over 
Nov. 8 and injured two work- 
men. The site is now being ex- 
cavated two to three feet down 
in order to allow suitable skid 
placement before work con- 
tinues in the same position. 

Meanwhile workmen continue 
to drive piling in another sec- 
ti on of the treatment plant area 
under the supervision of Throop 
and threé Russell and Axon en- 
gineers. Throop said the project 
schedule called for the comple- 
tion of pile driving by Thanks- 
giving. 

There are 238 more piling 
positions to be driven, he said 
and each are 25-31 feet deep 
after the three feet of muck is 
removed in the area. Drilling 
is proceeding at the rate of 50 
per day. 


Dr. R. V. Allison 
Receives Honors 


Dr. R. V. Allison, fiber tech- 
nologist with the Everglades 
Experiment Station, Belle 
Glade, Florida has been elected 
a Fellow of the American So- 
ciety of Agronomy. Announce- 
ment of the election was made 
Nov. 20 at the Golden Jubilee 
meeting o fthe society in At- 
lanta, Ga. 

Dr. Allison has made out- 
standing contributions to agron- 
omic science in the fundamen- 
tals of proper water conserva- 
tion for municipal uses and for 
the preservation of wild life. 
The Federal-State water con- 
trol project in Southern Florida, 
now in process of construction, 
is based on his early vision. 

He pioneered in showing the 
necessity of copper sulphate and 
other minor elements for Ever- 
glades agriculture, and is now 
devoting a major portion of his 
time to fiber production studies. 

In 1939 he organized and 
served as first president of the 
Soil Science Society of Florida, 
and has since served as its sec- 
retary-treasurer and as editor of 
its proceedings. 

A native of Ohio, Dr. Allison 
received his BS degree in agron- 
omy from Purdue Uinversity 
and his MS and PhD degrees 
in soil fertility from Rutgers 
University. He was in residence 
at the Rothamsted Experiment 
Station in England in 1923 and 
1924, and was chemist and bio- 
logist. for the Tropical Plant 
Research Foundation in Wash- 
ington, D. C., and Bargua, Cuba, 
1924 to 1926. 

From 1926 to 1934 he was 
soils specialist at the Everglades 
Station. With the exception of 
a leave of three years for work 
with the Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice he has been in Florida as 
head of the soils department of 
the University and on the staff 
of the Everglades Station since 
then.

So You Didn't Know Conners? 


What! You say you don't know about “Fingey” Conners, the 
man who built the highway? Now, listen, bud, I know you read 
the Sunday papers — the funny pages, I mean. So turn to 
“Bringing Up Father" and look again at Jiggs and his charm- 
ing (?) wife Maggie. Scuttlebutt informs us that in years agone, 
the artist, George McManus aspired to wed the attractive daught- 
er of W. J. (Fingey) Conners, a Buffalo millionaire. 

Fingey had no objections, but his society minded spouse, 
unable to find the artist's name in the Social Register, promptly 
squelched the romance. McManus wreaked a diabolical revenge 
Under the name of Maggie, he made her heronie of his comic 
strip. But Jiggs was Conners, true to life, and no one his gat 
deriied it. Despite the fact that he was disgustingly wealthy, it 
did not seem to go to his head, for he delighted sciate with 
his old waterfront buddies in the lower income brackets. 

Although he could understand polite English, he seldom 
bothers to use it, preferring, instead, the picturesque profanity 
of Dinty Moore's barroom. Conners was a dynamo, never doing 
anything halfway. It was his ambition to fight harder, cuss more 
eloquently; spend more money and eat more corned beef and 
cabbage than any man he might encounter, and apparently with 
notable success in all such lines of endeavor. 

At the early age of 13 he was cabin boy on a Great Lakes 
steamer. When grown, he held a stevedore's job on the docks 
in Buffalo by being able to lick all comers. It was in one of 
these scuffles that he acquired the hand injury responsible for 
his nickname, In due course, by dint of honest toil and political 
fenagling, he became boss of all the stevedores, and thriftily 
amassed a fortune.

Fate decreed that he attend the celebration of the opening 
of Palm, Beach Canal, and thus learn about the Everglades, 
Hardly waiting for a boat to take him to the lake, he invested

This farm was a sad flop. Undiscouraged, he purchased addi- 
tional land nearby and started the farm called Connersville, and 
stocked it well with cows.

The acquisition of this new 12,000 acres cost 
him an additional $700,000.00, and he hadn't made a dollar on 
any land he owned. 

Standing on the shore at Canal Point and pointing in di 
gust, Conners profanely exclaimed “I own all the blankety-blank 
land between here and Okeechobee and now I can't use it. I 
can't even get to the blasphemous property to see what the

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Football Trophy 
Means More Than 
Just Winning It 


The coveted Bill Young Mem- 
orial Trophy, which will be 
awarded to the winner of the 
forthcoming Belle Glade - Pa- 
hokee football classic, carries|! 
with it a lesson in social living 
as well as a cup for which both 
teams have been vigorously bat- 
tling for 14 years. 

Oldtimers around the lake 
wouldn't have to be reminded 
of the one-time bitter rivalry 
which existed between the two 
cities: Age has mellowed that 
rivalry and for the most part, 
the rivalry exists only once al 
year on one of two football} 
fields. 

The cup, or trophy, was the 
culmination of a dream by the 
late Bill Young, an active Lions 
Club member in both cities at 
one time or another. Young 
lived at Pahokee, but business 
kept him at Belle Glade a great 
part of the time. 

"Young's dream of greater 
harmony began to take shape 
in 1943 when, as a part of his 

own contribution toward Lion- 
— ism, he began to work with the 

clubs of both cities to foster a 

harmonious community spirit.on 

the lake. 
Although Young died in the 
summer of 1943 before the first 
cup classic ever took place, Pa- 
hokee Lions deemed it fitting 
to create such a trophy bearing 
"Young's name. 
The cup belongs to the win- 
ning team for 364 days each 
= year. On the day of the contest, 
the Lions Club of the city which 
holds the trophy takes possession 
and at the conclusion of each 
game, the president of the club 
is responsible for turning over 
the cup to the victorious city. 
The cup has become, as one 

might expect, ’a symbol of one 
* thought created and developed 
for the most part by the man 
whose name appears on the cup; 
and that thought is the preser- 
vation of humility and social ac- 
cord among people for the bet- 
terment of all.

a car, that is, get up to 30,000 
pounds of produce into a freight 
car instead of the usual 20,000 
pounds. 

For example, he said, the old 
rate was $546 for celery from 
to Boston. Now shippers will 
pay $457 per loaded car and 
put anything they wish in the 
car. 

Shippers will be allowed to 
use either the old rate or the 
new rate, which ever is cheap- 
er. In this way, produce can be 
shipped cheaper and allow a 
greater margin of profit. 

The railroad will be able to 
give the business man a break 
and still not cut down the rev- 
enue received for the use of the 
freight car. This plan was work- 
ed out, spearheaded by F.E.C.
